MR. ROWSON’S PLIGHT. 


STILL A CAPTIVE. 


CHINESE VOLUNTEERS 
ATTEMPT RESCUE. 


(Special to“ Felegraph.*) 


Some further details have 
reached us to-dsy from our Pak- 
hoi correspondent regarding the 
plight of Mr. H.C. Rowson, of the 
British American Tobacco Co.. 
who was recently kidnapped by 
Chinose bandits: and is atill held 
to ransom, 

Our correspondent states that 
late in the afternoon of the 29th. 
April, a short note written on a 
scrap of paper by Mr. Rowson 
reached Pakhoi. It was dated 
April 25th., three days after his 
capture, and was in the nature 
ofan appeal that. prompt atten- 
tion be-givan to his plight. The 
note was brought to Pakhoi by 
the wife of one of the Company’s 
Chinese -satesmen. She was, 
with her husband, amongst tha 
kidnapped party, but wasrelessed 
by tho bandits in order to take 
toe message to Mr. Rowson’s firm 

Mr. Rowson’s Pony > 
Recovered. 

News has also reached our cor- 
respondent that the bandits have 
retired fartber into the hills, and 
that the Chinese Country Volun- 
teers have made an attempt to 
reacue Mr. Rowson, but: have 
been pnsuccessful. In the attack, 
however, they are said to have re- 
covered hispony and a foreignstyle 
bat which belonged to one of the 
members of the kidnapped party. 

A day after, his capture, Mer‘ 
Rowson was seen in captivity by 
some Chinese. He waa sitting on 
2 low stool taking breakfast, 
which comprised boiled eggs, 
some bischits. and a\..pot of tea. 
He was securely tied by cords 
above tha elbows. : 

Bound With Cords, 

As to the actual kidnapping, 
our correspondent states that it 
occurred some fifteen minutes 
after the party had left a wayside 
teahouse. This texhouse was a 
amall strocture with a straw roof, 
set up under some shady trees, 
where, Mr. Rowson and his party 
rested and partook: of refreab- 


‘|ments. The party then left the 


spot and proceeded on their 
Journey, but they had not gone 
very far before they were 
surrounded by a gang of armed 
bandits. Mr. Rowson waa the only 
member of the party who was 
bound with cords. He was recur- 
éd tightly “by the “arms ‘and 
around the neck, but the bandits 
were later induced to esse the 
cords, which were causing Mr. 
Rowson rome pain, "' : 
Taken to Mpd Hut. 

The kidnapoved party appear to 
have been conveyed over several 
hills aud were finally lodged ina 
coud hut, where other members of 
the bandit gang were cookicg 
food, these including « number of 
females. Here, two of Mr. 
wheelbarrow coolies 
were released and given two 
dollars each, but they had not 
gone very’ far before they came 
across other armed bandits, who 
demanded that they give up the 
mony, which they did. They 
were then allowed to proceed. 

When the affair was first 
Feported to the ‘Chinese 
military. authorities in Pakhoi 
and" Limchow City, says 
our correspondent, they. wera 
aoxious to: send out -troops 


-{o attack the bandits, but, in order 


to ensure the safety of the cap- 
tives, they'ware advised to await

LOSS OF AUSTRALIAN 
BARQUENTINE, 


% n a 
Thrilling: Story by 
Survivors. _ 
. , 
AND WIFE LOST. 
\ Manila, May §. : 

Four survivors, including the 
mate, boatawain and two asamen, 
of the Australian .- Barquentine 
Amy Turner, ,which sank off! 
Guam on April 24 who arrived at 
Manila from Surigao Bay, to-day, 
gave the following account of 
their experiences to Renter's 
correspondent -— 

We left Newcastle on March 
21 for Manila with a cargo of 
coal. On the 23rd, & heavy wind, 
which developed into a typhoon, 
blew tis out of our course. . 

On the 26th M » thera were 
raging seas and wind. All the 
canvas was stripped. We floated 
helpless for a mile or so. 

Off Gaam we sighted the 

wireless station. on the cliffs. 
There was’ no harbour or shelter 
in eight. We flew. distress 
signals, but could not attract 
attention. Within an ‘Bobr or 
two Gusm was lost sight of. 
. That night the storm intensifi- 
ed, reaching its height. on the 
torning of the 27th March, and 
the boat was badly battered. The 
pumps ware manned constantly. 
About noon, seams opened, 
aod the ship sank quickly,, Two 
boats were launched. bat the 
Captain, Neils Neilson, accom- 
panied by his wife, remained on 
board. They stood on the poop as 
the vessel nose-dived to the bottom 
and were never seen again. 

One boat containing nine per- 
sons capsized. Only one, Lind-

cholm, could swim, and he reached 


the remaining boat, which con- 
tained three people. 

A sail was hoisted and & course 
set, the mate navigating, heading 
for the Philippines, The boat had 
canoed goods and water, and the 
occupsats held out well. 

On the fourteenth day the 
occupants of the boat canght a 
dolphin ona line, which they ate 
raw, preserving their provisions. 
The men stood on watches, bailing 
and steering. - 

On the twenty-sixth day, the 
water became exhausted, and 
only one can of meat was 
teft. That night it rained. Next 
day they sighted Jand, and made 
for the port of Surigac, where 
they arrived exhansted and with- 
out any clothes. “ 

The Constabulary cared for the 
men, gave them clothing and sent 
them on to Manila. . 

The: British Cousul, who took 
charge of the men, is sending 
them on to Melbourne, from 
which port they all come and at 
which the Army Turner twas 
Ttegistered.

FLEET STREETS, FIRST 
PRINTER. 


Book Issued 430 Years. Ago: 


For over four centuries Fleat- 
street has heen London's great 
home of the Prass, tradition and 
records going to show that it is 
exactly 430 years since the first 
book was printed there «ava 
Ailgar Wood, in the Daily 
Obrunicle. . 

Who was Fleet-street’a: first }' 
printer? The question comes up 
again, because a book ftom the 
press of one for whom the title is 
sometimes claimed will be offered 
for sale, among the famous 
Christie-Miller collection, at 
Sotheby's this month. 

This is “The Castel! of 
Pleasure,” a black letter boek in 
verse, with a quaint old woodcut, 
“enprented at London in the 
Flete Strete a} the syne of the 
Some be Wyakyn de Worde.” 

Dea Worde is said by some to 
have ‘been the first printer of 
Fleet-street. Others, more can- 
tious, call him the “father of 
printing’ in this area, and they 
areon Sater ground, forthough he 
wa3 apparently not the first in 
the field. it was his fame that 
turned the old Fleet ‘into the 
River of Tik. . 

He was Jan van Wynkyn. a 
native of Worth in Alsace (“de 
Worde” was-only a.place-name), 
and as a youn, man came to 
Eugland with Caxton. He worked 
at the famous prees at Westmins- 
ter, and'on hisemaster’s death, in 
1491, succeeded to the business, 
carrying it on in Caxton’s old 
house till the end of 1500. Then 
he moved to Fleet-streer, taking 
two houses in St. Bride's Parish 
close to that Salisbury-square 
where Samuel’Richardson after- 
wards had his press and wrote 
“Pamela.” and whera the “Duily 
Chronicle” now has its home. 

“THE SYGNE OF THE SONNE,” 


We are able t> place his house fs : 


pretty accura.ely, because some 
of his books were published from 
“the sygne of the Sonne agaynxt 
the Condyte,” and this conduit 
stood in the centre of Fleet-street, 
practically opposite Shoe-lane. 
He lived in Bleet-street for 
thirty-four years, and in that time 
printed over 600 books, of which 
copies or fragments have come 
down to ourowntime, Probably 
this does not represent one half 
of the work his press. actually 
turned out. He died in 1534, and 
was buried in St. Bride's Church, 
His rival, and apparently his 
forerunner in Fleet-street, was 
Richard Pynson, who came from 
Normandy about 1490, and shortly 
afterwards set up as a printer. 
His first dated hook was Parker's 
“Dialogues of Divea and Pauper,’

Magistrate's Comments on a 
Bad Custom. 


This is against the morals and 
customs of both the Chinese and 
the foreigners, and we must atop 
the practice," reniarked Mr. Kuan 
(Magistrate) who .sat with.

You will.not leave 
the continual daylight until you 
approach Japan, so that even 
at the speed: no greater 
than that of the R-34 there will 
be only one night's darknees in 
the whole journey, and by careful 
manoeuvring you would probably 
avoid even that.

““PAMILY WAGES” 


| Growing System in Europe. 


Some countries: are developing 
the “family wage system,” under 
which the worker's income varies 
according to his family ‘respon- 
sibilities, writes an Observer cor 
respondent France has, so far, 
proceeded farthest in this direo- 
tion. No doubt thea paramount 
reason for the support which this 
policy bas received from em- 
ployera is the desire to en- 
courage larger families in order 
to avert the threatened scarcity 
of native French labour in the 
fature. The arguments which 
have hitherto been put forward 
in favour of “payment according 
to need " have been of a different 
character, In France the “family- 
wage system” is now advocated 
as a moans of increasing the 
population. The movement is a 
voluntary one, and tha policy has 
been put into operation by certain 
employers and “groups of em- 
Pployers. The general method 
appears to be for ‘esoh of 
a group of employers ta 
contribute to a compensation 
fund an amount calculated oo 
hie wages bill, the proceeds be- 
ing used to pay family allow- 
ances. There were 107 such 
funds atthe end of Isst year, 
covering nearly a million workers, 
with 300,000 children under four. 
teen years of age, and the annual 
disbursement of family altow- 
ances was about 90,000 000 francs. 
If the public administrations aad 
the private ‘enterprises that pay 
family allowances, but.do not be- 
long toa compensation fund, are 
included, the total annual dis- 
bureement in family allowances 
for the whole country is said to be 
some 360,000,000 franca in respect 
of 24 million workers. It will be 
seen, therefora, that the plan is 
now being carried out on a con- 
siderable scala. 


"* THE PRACTICE IN GERMANY. 
Ta Germany the system of pay- 
ing extra allowances in respect 
of family responsibilities is now 
very widespread. ‘The family 
wage principle has been applied 
to some extent at laast in practic- 


rally every trade, whilst there 


ere s number’ -of important 
industries iaq which it” is 
universally recognised, including 
the coal mines, mechanical 
engineering, and textile in- 
dustries. In Belgium, Holland, 
Austria, and Czecho-Slovakia tha 
system is, in varying degrees, in 
operation. 

roadly speaking, the pressure 
of the social and economic pro- 
blems crested by the rise in the 
coat of living has been responsible 
for the growth of the movement 
in favour of the family wages 
system. Whether it will continue 
permanently remains to be seen. 
Ta thelongrun,of course, it will not 
increase the wages of the workers 
as a whole. It will, however, 
result in a different distribution of 
wages amongst the workers, In 
other words, workers without de- 
pendents will get lesa in order 
that workers with dependants 
may get more. It is clear that 
employers will resiat any attempt 
to use the acheme in such a way 
as to increase labour costa for 
given amount of production. The 
broad effect of the scheme wil] 
therefore bs to re-distribute wages, 
The working of the family wage 
system will be watched with inter- 
est'in this country, but until ell 
its implications: have been ex- 
amined, it is bardly likely to be 
generally embraced. There 1s 
something to be said for the 
principle in certain circom- 
stances; but it ig doubtful 
whether capitalist industry pro- 
vides those circumstances. On 
the other hand, there is a good 
deal to be said against it from 
the Labour point of view.

Not one of them could ‘speak 
English so the orderly interpret- 
ed. Their story, boiled down, 
was this, butit took a long time 
in the telling. 

They came from & group of 
scattered bush villages among 


‘which a mad elephant had ap- 


peared,’ He mustbe mad, because 
be was,ruining all their yam and 
cassava farms,trampling and root- 
iog up far more then he could eat. 
And would the honourable and 
much-respected white man come 
aod see about it? They did not 
mention the fact, but they evident- 
ly knew vary well, that the ‘white 
man most. certainly would. The 
mere mention of big game would 
have raised the Commissioner 
from his death-bed. ([ncidentally, 
a wounded baffalogothim in the 
long grass'not long after). 

The supplisots were dismissed 
with instructions to wait for the 
white man at the central village 
the following evening.

When it appeared - 
table a strong aroma arose as af 
s& town whose staple industrien 
were the. manufacture of gtueand 
patent fertilizers. However, we 
each took a ration of the viscous 
brown mess on our tin plates, 
sampled it simultaneously, and 
looked-at one another. If imagi- 
nation can conceive a compound 
of sealing wax, train oil, blood, 
and the essence of cast-off boot 
goles, that about describes the 
delicacy.

SLAVERY. 


To many it must seem surprig- 
ing that the: slave trade still’ 
exists in the third decade of the 
twentieth century. The aboli- 
tion of slavery in British territor- 
ies Was completed nearly a 
hundred years ago, and the name 
of Wilberforce will always. ba 
associated with the agitation 
that resulted in the emancipation 
of the wretches who were bred 
"and sold like cattle for the labour 
markets, and thon flogged like 
cattle until they veritably died in 
vharness. The events leading up 
to the abolition of slavery in 
America are also well known. 
The inheritance those Southern 
planters have left their country is 
the Negro element, intreasing in 
numbers, and one of the domestic 
[problems that the United States 
will probably never be able to 
solve satisfactorily.: Virtual, if 
not actual, slavery has persisted 
until to-day in portions of Africa 
and Asia. but it is stil! something 
of @ shock to read of recent 
sevents in’ Abyssinia, where a 
flourishing trade, recalling the 
blackest days of barter and sale 
of human beings, is in existence. 


In a letter to tha Times a 
manth ago, Major Henry Darley, 
who was formerly a frontier 
agent in South-West Abyasinia, 
made sensational allegations as 
to this modern slave traffic. He 
declared that an area in southern 
Abyssinia three hundred miles 
equare had been depopulated and 
devastated by slave tradars, and 
since the Emperor Menelik’s death 
a million people had been killed 
or carried into bondage ; and that 
those engaged in. tho businesa 
Were turning to fields afresh and 
Pastures: new.” in neighbouring 


territories, including areas. under’ 


Britain's sway. Apparently in 
reply to this, we now have a 
White Paper issued by the Home 
Government containing the’ re- 
port of the British Legation at 
Adis Abeba, drawn up more than 
& year ago (if the cabled data is 
correct), “which denies that the 
slave trade-in Abyssinia has in- 
creased "—but does not deny it 
existe—" and points out that the 
slave-producing districts are be- 
ing gradually depopulated "'—s 
coolly-stated confirmation of the 
abominable traffic. The cream 
of the report is in the statement 
[that “the frontiers of Abyssinia

Honour te Whom— 

The unveiling of a statue to the 
late Sir Honry May yosterday was 
an outward manifestation of the 
high esteem and regard in which 
the Colony held a former Gov- 
ernor, The nsme of Sir Henry 
May will long be remembered 
here, because he gave practically 
the whole of his life to Hongkong 
and died before he could enjoy 
what would bave been a well- 
earned rest fram years of hard toil. 
He came here as a young cadet 
and eventually rose to the highest 
position which the Colony had to 
offer. His career was a record 
of conscientious and unremitting 
service to Hongkong. He was"s 
strong man."'a very hard worker 
and an offivial of marked ad minis- 
trative genius, Outspoken in his 
utterances, firm in his convict- 
ions and always prepared to follow 
to the bitter end sny course whica 
he considered right, it was per- 
haps inevitable that he should 
make enemies. That is an ex. 
perience common to all men of 
the temperament of cour late 
Governor. But even his biggest 
opponents never for a moment 
questioned his sincerty of purpose 
or his integrity of character. 
These were undoubted. On the 
occasion of his retirement, glaw- 
ing “tributes were paid to ‘his 
services to this Colony. And 
we can do no better in closing than 
to recall. what Sir Paul Chater 
then said of bim:—‘* Undeterred 
by criticism and undaunted by 
obstacles, he pressed unflinching- 
ly forwand tothe end he had in 
view—aa end which he, rare- 
ly failed to achieve.” Such was 
the, man, such his tenacity of 
purpese. Hongkong does well to 
keep his'memory green by erect- 
ing a lasting monument to him 
in the very heart of the city 
which he loved and served so well. 


“An Organised Lie.” 


This was the description which 
the London Vorning Uustgzave to 
the socalled British Labour 
demonstration at the Japanesa 
Embassy in Lordon to demand 
the withdrawal of the Japanese 
troops from Saghalien. The same

Heavy Blow to Kwangsi 
: Forces. 


If the information given in a 
lator reaching Hongkong yester- 
day is correct, Dr. Sun: Yat-sen's 
troops have inflicted a big defeat 
on the Kwangsi troops in the 
North River district, The letter 
status — 

“Dr. San’s forces have gained 
a decisive victory in the North 
River region. On the afternoon 
of April 29 Dr. Sun's forces 
made a general attack on the 
enemy, who had two northern 
brigades in the centre supported 
by Kwangsi forces on the wing. 
They were stationed on the hills 
around Yintsinhong on tha 
Cantoo-Hankow railway, 

“On the morning of 1st May,a 
flanking force, personally con- 
ducted by General Tsiang Kwong- 
liang, succeed.d in getting to the 
Tear of the enemy, who then 
became utterly disorganised and 
fled in great disorder. 
suffered a loss of 1,500 casualties, 
of whom six hundred were killed, 
besides 1,000 prisouars captured, 
The Commander-in-CBief of the 
northern forces ‘was indentified 
among the dead by prisoners of 
war. - 

“ Large captures of ammunition 
were also made, among. them 
being a dozan machine guns, « 
battery of Krupp 7.5 centimetre 
guns and over one and a half mil- 
loa rounds of ammunition, as well 
as three train loads of supplies. 

“A competent military observer 
expressed the opinion that noth- 
ing is left for General Shun Kung- 
ying, in order to save his forces, 
than to best a hasty retreat. In 
the course of a week or ten days 
he believes the North River region 
will be completely cleared of the 
enemy, can . 

News from Other Fronts. 

A farther report reaching ug 
states that a counter-attack was 
made'by the Kwangsi troops on 
May. 2nd. near Ngan Chan Ho, 
but they were repulsed witb

News from the East River

SIR HENRY MAY. 


Statue Unveiled Yesterday. 


In the presence of a large and 
distinguished company His Excel 
lency the Governor’ (Sire Faward 
Stubbs, K.CILG), yesterday after 
noon unveiled the statna to the 
late Sir Henry May, a former 
Governor. of the Colony. 

His Excellency the Governor, in 
“his oficial uniform, accompanied 
»by Lady Stubbs, his A.D.C. (Capt 
. Neville) and private Secretary (Mr. 
Eric’ Rice) arrived a fow minutes 
before the appointed vhour for the 
coremony and was received by Sir 
Paul Chater (the Chairman of the

'. Pollock and the Hon Mr. P, H. 
Holyoak. ‘The Band of the King's 
Regiment struck up the National! 
Anthem, the large company present 
standing in their places meanwhile.

tiousness and of courage, which 
cause a man to stand out amongst 

his fellow men. He never faltered 
“or swerved from the course which 
his experience and his duty point- 
ed out as demanded by the in- 
teresis committed to his care, 
Undeterred by criticism and un- 
daunted by obstacles, he pressed 
unflinchingly forward to the end 
he had in view,—an end he rarely 
failed to achieve. To an un- 
rivalled experience of the needs. 
and interests of the Colony, he 
added the natural genius of his 
race. He had the aptitude, given 
‘to few, of fastening on the key- 
Tote of any problem which con- 

» fronted him; often when others 

cculd not see so wisely or so well. 
A Silent Worker. 

The Government. records, if 
searched, would tell of great, re- 
sults achieved by him, eminently 
to the Colony's advantage, which 
never came under public notice. 
He was not apt to blazon his sue- 
cesses to the public eye. Silently 
and unsparingly, he worked to 
preserve and protect the.important 
intetests committed. to him, and 
no man can deny him acknowledg- 
ed’ success. There is no need for 
me to refer in detail to the 
outstanding features of his career, 
They are known to all. ‘His work 
as’ Captain © Superintendent of 
Police; his promotion of educa- 
tion;' the impétus he gave to the 
Volunteer Force; his ‘ose co- 
eperation with the Chinese com- 
munity; and, ‘later, the develop- 
ment of the Colony and-the New 
Territories by well-planned roads.

Colony’s history. In the sports 


and pastimes of the ‘Colony, Sir 
Henry was aver a prominent 
figure. As a keen racing man, a 
yachtsman and a golfer, he affect- 
ed all by his enthusiasm, and no 
one better realised bow play is an 
essential complement to work, and 
forms an integral part of our 
national life.

should be that of Sir Henry May, 
the first Governor who succeeded, 
to that office after serving many 
years as a public servant in the 
Colony. Sir Paul has reminded 
voy cf the eminent services which 
Sir Henry May rendered not only 
to this Colony but to the Empire. 


is. IT am afraid, onle about half 
tha: of Sir Paul Chater. I knew 
him f.r about 20 years,

CINEMA V8. THE NOVEL?

“Yellow-Back ” Giving Way to 
'  * Silver| Sheet, . 

Does the Cinema threaten the 
pen? A lively controvarsy onthe 
question is in progress in Li 
and theatrical circles. Ithas been 
precipitated by the prominent 
Amarican novelist, Mr. Joseph 
Hergeshsimer, who, after adapt- 
ing his atory “ Tel’able David “to 
the film, has declared that tho 
cinema is as great an agent as tho 
pen in recording true humanity. 

This implied oballenge to the 
novelist’s power. and popularity 
bas been instantly accepted by . 
leading British writers, who with 
few exceptions, . ridicnle -the 
suggestion that the “yellow back” 
has given way to the “silver 
oe : 

“T eutirely disagree with Mr: 
Joseph, Hergesheimer,"” says Mr. 
Compton. Mackenzie, ‘“Fhe fund- - 
amental failure of the soreen in 
its inability to reproduce emet- 
jon thet is not expressed in ~ 
action. « . 

“Those caricatures of human. 
hopes, fears, passions. and’ affeo- 
tions, which are known as ‘close. 
ups’ do not seem to me to 
threaten literature. « , 

“IT bad at one time the greatest 
hopes for the screen; but _ 

the consistent way in which 

tha great companies . baro 

devoted most of their time and 

attention to catering for im. 

baciles, office, boys, nursemaids- 
and criminals. _ 
loads me to suppose that for the 
moment, at any rate, literature ia 
not seriously threatened. 


“THE SOONER THE BETTER.” 


Mr. G. EK. Chesterton, while 
not agreeing with the author of” 
*Tol’able David,” thinks that if. 
there is any kind of novel that 
can be replaced by the cinema; 
the sooner it is done the better. 

A similar opinion is held by tho 
eminent critic, Mr. John Middle- 
ton Murry. “ Yes,” he says, “tho 
cinema does threaten the pen, in 
so far as the novel is merely 
a story—merely an exciting 
sequence of imaginary events, 
For the cinema can present 
these events to the beholder with- 
out requiring from him the effort 
of reading a book.” , 

Myr. Murray continues, how- 
ever: — 

No great novel, no good novel’ 
even, is merely agtory. It ig « 
teflaction of life’ through a 
unique, individual conscious- 
nees. The story on which 
it is” built is 20. more 
than the skeleton of the body. 
The film ‘cannot replace the good 
novel any more than an anatomic- 
aldiagram can replace a beautiful 
human being. - . 

Mr. Bernard Shaw anfwers the 
question with an indignant “Why 
should it?" based upon the re-- 
minder that the cinema is always 
dependent on 6 scenario—the 
work ofthepen.. “If the scenario 
and the screen do io 5,000 words 
what thenovel does in one hundred 
sthousand,” he continues, “they 
save both the pen and the readers 
good deal of trouble, If anyone 
‘threstened’ to save me trouble 
I should ery ‘Come on! 

Anything that sets the pet free 
rom its present drudgeriee ecta 
it free, not for idleness, but for 
better employment. The introd- ' 
uction of calculating mechines. 7 
into business houses has saved: 
oceans of ink and set many clerks |

Asked whether he thought the 
eventual Jogical result of the rise 
of the cinema would be the com- 
plete disappearance of fiction in 
wiiting, Mr. Shaw.seid, “Fiction 
will take care of iteélf under any 
circumstances.
